contracts, purchases and sales in 
behalf of the county; and, per- 
form such additional duties as ad- 
ministrative officer of the county 
as may be prescribed by law. The 
General Assembly shall enact laws 
requiring each county judge to 
furnish a surety bond of a cor- 
porate surety company authorized 
to do business in this State, in 
such amount as may be deter- 
mined by law, for the faithful per- 
formance and accounting of all 
duties imposed upon the county 
judge as county 
administrator. 


Any person aggrieved by any act 
or omission of the county judge, 
acting in his capacity as county 
administrator, may appeal to the 
circuit court of the county,/'and 
from the action of the circuit 
court may appeal to the Supreme 
Court.

Along with the Marine set- 


back, units of the U.S. Army's 
1st Cavalry Division reported 
killing 60 of the enemy in a se- 
ries of engagements In the same 
general area.
